To the Senate and Housi 

sentatlves: 

In the month of November I visit- 
ed the Isthmus of Panama, goiug 
over Canal Zone with considerable 
care; and also visited the cities of 
Panama and Colon, which are not 
in the Zone or nnder the United 
States flag, but as to which the Unit- 
ed States government, thru its 
agents, exercises control for certain 
sanitary purposes. 

I chose the month of November 
for my visit partly because it is the 
rainiest month of the year, the 
month in which the work goes for- 
ward at the greatest disadvantage, 
and one of the two months which 
the medical department of the 
French Canal company found most 
unhealthy. 

Immediately after anchoring on tho 
afternoon of Wednesday there was a 
violent storm of wind and rain. From 
that time we did not again see the 
sun until Saturday morning, the rain 
continuing almost steadily, hut vary- 
ing from a fine drizzle to a torren- 
tial downpour. During that time In 
fifteen minutes at Cristobal 1.05 
inches of rain fell; from 1 to 3 s. 
m., November 16, 3.2 Inches fell; for 
the 2 4 hours ending noon, November 
16, 4.68 inches fell, and for the sis 
days ending noon, November 16. 
10.24 inches fell. The Chagrea rose 
In flood to a greater height than It 
had attained during the last fifteen 
years, tearing out the track In one 
place. It would have been impossible 
to see the work going on under more 
unfavorable weather conditions. On 
Saturday, November 17, thi sun 
shone now and then for a few mln- ' 
utes, altho the day was generally 
overcast and there were heavy show- 
•irs at intervals. 

On Thursday morning we landed 
at about half past seven and went 
slowly over the line of the Panama 
railway, ending with an expedition 
in a tug at the Pacific entrance of 
the canal out to the Islands whsro 
the dredging for the canal will cease. 

We took our dinner at one of the 
eating houses furnished by the com- 
mission for the use of the govern- 
ment employes — no warning of our 
coming being given. I Inspected the 
Ancon hospital, going thru various 
wards both for white patients and 
for colored patients. 1 Inspected por- 
tions of the constabulary (Zone po- 
lice), examining the man Individual- 
ly. I also examined certain of tba 
schools and saw the school children, 
both white and colored, speaking 
with certain of the teachers In tho 
afternoon of this day I was formally 
received in Panama by President 
Amador, who, together with the gov- 
ernment and all the people of Pana- 
ma, treated me with the most con- 
siderate courtesy, for which 1 here- 
by extend my most earnest thanks. I 
drove thru the streets of Panama for 
the purpose of observing what had 
been done. We slept at tho Hotel Ti- 
rol I, at Ancon, which Is on a hill di- 
rectly outside of the city ot Pana- 
ma, but In the Zone. 

On Friday morning wo left the 
hotel at 7 o'clock and spent the en- 
tire day going thru the Cttlebra cut 
— the spot In which most work will 
have to be done in any event 

I visited many of the different vll- 
la.-.s, inspecting fhoroly many dif- 
ferent buildings — the local receiving 
ho-pltals, the houses Id which the 
unmarried white workmen live, those 
In which the unmarried OOlored work 
men live: also the quarters of the 
white married employes and of tho 
married colored employes; as Well 
as the commissary stosas, the bath 
houses, the water-closets, the cook, 
sheds for the colored, laborers, and 
the government canteens, or hotels, 
at which most of tho" white employes 
take their meals I went thru tho ma- 
chine shops.

With one exreption all 
tne white men I questioned had serv- 
ed fn the Anicrkau army, usually In 
the Philippine* aud belonged to the 
l>. -t type of American soldier. Wltb- 
oni , x< • p t i on the black policemen 
whom I questioned had nerved elthei 
In the British army or In the Jamai- 
ca or Barbados poMce. They were ev- 
idently contented, and were doing 
their work well. Where possible the 
policemen are used to control peo- 
ple of their own color but In any 
emergency no hesitation la felt In 
uslne them Indiscriminate 

Inasmuch as to many both of the 
« hit,, and colored employes have 
brought their families with them, 
schools have been established, tne 
school service being tinder Mr. O'- 
Connor. For the white pupils white 
American teachers are employed: 
for the colored pupils there are also 
some white American teachers, one 
Spanish teacher, and one colored Am 
erican teacher, most of them being 
eolored teachers from Jamaica, Bar- 
bados and St. Lucia.

The white Americans are employed, 
some of them In office work, but the 
majority In handling the great steam 
shovels, as engineers and OMdsjatort 
on the dirl trains, as machinists In 
the great repah* shops, as carpenters 
and timekeepers. -m>ertntendeii;s. 
and foremen of sHtIsIoiw and of Bans* 
and so on and so on Many ol tbs m 
have brought down their wives and 
famines; and the . l ildren when not 
In school are run nine about and be- 
having pmltHiy a- the American 
small boy and small girl behave at 
home. 

The h disewlves purchase th. ir sup- 
plies dlrertlty, or thru their htisliands, 
from the commissary stores of the 
commission. All to whom I s|»oke 
agreed that the uipplles were , xcel- 
lent, and all but t»o stated that there 
was no complaint to lie made: these 
two complained that the prices were
